Tho Liability of KmpUyerg. 


A Parliamentary paper just issued gives 


reports ot the laws in force in Franco and 
Germany with regard to tru insurance of 
persons employed in mines, &c,., and thu 
legal liability of employers. Ae to Ger- 
many, an imperial law passed June 7,1871 
aud extended in 1673 to Alsace Loraine, 
enacts as to railways "that If any person 
is killed or hurt in tho working of n rail- 
way the proprietor is liable lor the injury 
inncted so fur as bo cannot prove that such 
injury was inflicted by u higher power or 
l)y the fault of tho person killed or in- 
jured." And an to mines and factories, 
"that any ono working a mine or quarry, a 
pit or a factory, is liable in damages when 
death or injury is caused to any person 
during and in the working of "tho said 
mine, quarry, pit or factory, by the fault 
ot his agent or representative or of any 
person empowered or deputed by him to 
direct the work or to superintend the 
workmen." The amount ot damages is 
assessed by tho tribunals and may be cal- 
culated as a total in money or in annuity. 
In consequence of this law it has become 
a habit of manufacturers in various parts 
of Germany to insure the lives of their 
workmen, against accidents incurred with- 
in the meaning of this Act, anil tills they 
do not only by liking policies in existing 
companies, but by clubbing as manufac- 
turers to form Accident Insurance Bo- 
cietice. In franco Ihc principle of Ihe 
civil liability of employers has no limit, 
arid it is applicable to all kinds of lia- 
bility. Tuc legislation uoccorning mines 
contains special provisions as to work- 
men, and in the large number of mines in 
France mutual assistance and providen- 
tial funds have been organized in the in- 
terest of the workmen. They arc in gen- 
eral suported by a deduction of 8 percent, 
upon tho amount of tho wagi s. Railway 
companies in France have established fur 
the benefit of their workmen and their em- 
ployees provident institutions, but they 
have none the less frequent litigation with 
persons having sustained damage. 
The 


responsibility is fixed by article 1,884 
of the Code Civile, which is TW follows: 
"A person is responsible not only for the 
iujury caused by big own act but also 
for that which is caused by tho act of per- 
sons for whom he is bound to answer, or 
by things which ho has under his care."
